Funeral of the Murdered Senator at Upper 
Alton, III.

ALTON, III., April9.—The funeral of Hon. 
Daniel B. Gillham took place from the Baptist 
Church in Upper Alton this afternoon at 2 
o’clock and was the largest funeral ever wit.

On Trial Before His Brother Preachers, 
the Accusers Fail to Make Ont Their 
Case and the Defendant Is Acquitted—A 
Meeting of the Council—A Special Elec- 
tion—Belleville News. 


Rev. Silas P. Chapin, who was for years the 
pastor of the Summit Avenue Methodist 
Churchin East St. Louis, was tried before 
eight divines of the Methodist Episcopal Con- 
ference of the Lebanon District of Southern 
Illinois yesterday afternoon on 
charge ofimmoral conduct. There were two 
specific charges agdinst him, preferred in 
writing by Rev. John Leeper and Rev. L. W. 
Thrall. The charges amounted to an accusa- 
tion that Rev. Chapin had misappropriated a 
portion of the funds collected in vatious 
ways with whichto construct the handsome 
new edifice while bears the name of the Sum- 
mit Avenue M. E. Church. This edifice was 
constructod ander the direct supervis- 
ion of a building committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. C. D. MecCasiand, R. 
H. Canine, James White, Hagh Mus 
and Charles L. Manners, but the funds were 
controlled by Rev. Chapin, who had charge of 
all financial affairs of the church during his 
term as pastor. The new edifice was dedi- 
cated on the 30th day of September, 1888, and 
one feature of the ceremonies of the day was 
the reading of Pastor Chapin’s fMuancial 
statement, which set forth thatthe church 
debt was $5,500. Oneofthe charges specified 
agalust the Rev. Chapin was that the state- 
ment was fraudulent,it being claimed that the 
amount of the church debt was much great- 
er than stated. In February, 1889, 
the new church building was formally 


transferred to the trustees of the Church So- 
clety by the Building Committee. On thie oc- 
casion another financial statement prepared 
by Rev. Chapin, setting forth that the church 
debt was $5,037.07, was read. The statement 
bore the approval signatures of three mem- 
bers of the Buliding Committee, Messrs. Can ine, 
McCasiand and White. Messrs. Manners and 
Mills had refused tosign. The second charge 
specified against Rev. Chapin was that this 
statement was also fraudulent, theciaim being 
made, as in the first charge, that the church 
debt was greater than stated. 48 a 
result of these charges, which were 
made about the time of the com- 
pletion of the church building, Rew Chapin 
was deposed from the pastorate and bas not 
since been assigned to any church by the 
conference. Yesterday afternoon Presiding 
Eider J. D. Gillham of Belleville, 
Rev. 8. P. Groves of Belleville, Rev. 
W. F. Davis of Edwardsville, Rev. 
J. W. Flint of Carlyle, Rev. T. A. Eaton of 
Troy, Rev. J. D. Hennessee of O’Fallon, Rey.

Seed of Trenton, Rev. John Leeper of Jersey- 
ville and Rev. Chapin met at the Summit 
Avenue Church to adjust the difficulty.

for trialand the written charges were read. 
Rev. Gillham presided as Judge. Rev. Leeper 
prosecuted the case and Rev.Chapin defended 
uimself. The others sat as arbitrators. The 
trial was short, anda verdict completely ex- 
onerating Rev. Chapin was quickly 
rendered. The two members of the Build- 
Ing Committee who had refused to sign 
Rev. Chapin’s second financial statement 
were the only witnesses examined beside the 
defendant. During the examination no testi- 
mony that would sustain the charges was 
clicited, the witnesses being only able 
to say that they thought Rev.

THE LEPER IS DEAD. 


The Death of James Brennan Leaves Quar- 
antine Withouta Patient. 


James Brennan, the leper, is no more. He 
died at Quarantine Hospital between 6 and 
7 o’clock last evening after a two years’ stay 
in that institution and several vain attempts 
to secure his liberty. lie did not like the idea 
of staying in exile and neither did his sister, 
who has worked with might and 
main since he was taken in 
charge by the health authorities 
to get him out of the hands of the authorities. 
The case has attracted much attention on ac- 
count of the effurts made by his sister to get 
him out of the quarantine, and because of the 
difference of opinion concerning the nature 
of his disease. Dermatologists who investi- 
gated the cuse generally agreed, however, 
that it was leprosy, and the Health Depart- 


ment, holding to the same opinion, triumphed 
in the legal fight that was made to get the 
patient out of its possession. Brennan, it 
will be reremembered, 
ESCAPED FROM QUARANTINE 

nearly a year ago, and it was several days be- 
fore he was secured by the health officers and 
sent back to Quarantine Hospital. It was 
after this his sister, aided by 
several physicians, instituted pro- 
ceedings to secure his liberty. He 
was broughtupto the City Hall and exam- 
ined by a number of expertsand the consen- 
sus of opinion sustained the Health Depart- 
ment, e was then brought into the Circuit 
Courtona writ of habeas corpus, but this 
— also proved ea failure and since then he 

as remained in the hospital, thirteen miles 
below the city. He began growin 
weaker some six months ago, and his deat 
has since been expected atany time. He was 
given every attention he could desire, having 
anurse and every delicacy heasked. The 
symptoms of 

LEPROSY BECAME MORE MARKED 

every day, the skin peeling off in flakes and 
the joints of his toes and fingers dropping off. 
The disease, as it generally does, progressed 
slowly but surely, and the physicians who 
examined his case pronounced 4t hopeless. 

His sister visited. him frequently and showed 
an attachment for him that was the subject 
of many expressions of praise. She stoutly 
maintained that he did not have the leprosy 
and referred to ber frequent visits to him as 
evidence in support of her claim. 

Brennan was 45 years of age and was, prior 
to his removal to quarantine, of a roving dis- 
position. He was a sailor years ago and 
worked on vessels sailing between New Or- 
leans and foreign ports. It was in New Or- 
leans, he said, he contracted the disease 
which the physicians pronounced leprosy. 
He always insisted it was another skin dis- 
ease, About two Fears ago he visited Dr. 
Ohman-Dumens!l’s office. and, after making a 
thorough examination, that physician pro- 


nounced 
fied Disp 7 

leprosy and notifie pensary Physician 
Priest. News reached Dr. Priest in the evening 
and without losing a minute hewent out on 
an ambulance and found Brennan. He 
came convinced after examining the case 
himself that it was leprosy’ and sent the 
patient to quarantine. 

Brennan's sister was at the Health Commis- 
sioner’s office this morning, but had not de- 
termined whether or not she would have the 
body removed. She was told it would be 
necessary to get ametallic casket and take 
other precautions against spreading the dis- 
exuse. If she does not decide to take 
away the body by this oon 
it will be laldto rest in the ceme at- 
tached to the hospital. Supt. Madigan vis- 
ited Dr. Dudley’s office early to-day and re- 
ported that Brennan died without any evi- 
dence of suffering. He had received the sacra- 
ments of the Catholic Church m Rev. 
Fatber Orfei several days before and seemed 
to feel then that his end was near at hand.

TEE TO THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


He Says the Captains Are Getting More Pay 
Than the Law Allows and That He Must 
Kefuse to Audit the Pay-Rolls—A Public 
Holiday to Be Prociaimed—City Mall 

ters. 


Auditor Brown meant what he said when he 


going to ascertain why the Police Department 
paid the captains $150 per month when the law 
allowed but $1,500 per annum. This morning 
he sent a letter to the Police Board bearing on 
this spbjectas well as other matters. The 
letter, which may lead to a controversy be- 
tween the board and the Auditor, reads as 
follows: 


THE LETTER. 


To the President and Board of Police Commission- 
ers: 


GENTLEMEN—I have, after an examination of 
the different acts of the isiature of the 
State ot Missouri and the ordinances of the 
cIty, been forced to the conclusion that there 
is no authority from either bod for the pay- 
ment of the police captains of $150 per month, 
which Is the sum they have been paid, I be- 
lieve, ever since the adoption of the present 
Scheme and Charter now governing 
the city. The governing act of the 
Legisiature in relation to this matter 
which will de tound on page numbered 2199, 
sec. 23 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri 
clearly states that the maximum salary to be 
paid the Police Captains shall not be more 
than $125 per month, and as 1 understand 
the lawthe city authorities cannot, if they 
would, authorize or make legal by ordinance 
any larger amount than the maximum, $125 
per month, norcan it be done in anv other 
way — if the Police Board or any one else 
should so desire it) than by an act of the Leg- 
islature, asthe Scheme and Charter with alli 
powers are. ‘‘crentures’’ of the Legisiature 
and subordinate to It. 

I feel, therefore, compelled to state that 
unless your honorable body can show some 
authority of law other than Jam able to find I 
shall be compelled to decline to audit the sal- 
ary of the Captains of the nolice force at more 
than $125 per month. 

It I have read the different acts correctly of 
the Council and the Legislature in regard to 
this matter there never was any authority for 
the payment of the police captains of $150 per 


month, and if that be the case (whieh I be. 


lieve it is) the police captains have been over- 
paid about $26,000 without warrant of law or 
ordinance. 

If I am correctin my construction of the 
law, and the deduction of $25 per month has 
to be made, it will no doubt be a hardship, 
and may really be one, to the captains of the 
police, which no one willregret more than 
myselt, but I owe a duty to the tax-payer who 
furnishes the money, and to my bondsmen, 
who were kind enough to indorse me for $100,000 
dollar for the full and impartial performance 
of the duties of this office, and if I sbouid, 
after becoming aware of the facts, as before 
stated, still fail to act, I become a party there- 
to and culpable by neglect, if not by overt 
act. 
I know that your honorable Board (except 
the Mayor) derives its existence and functions 
from the State and not from the ye yet those 

owers and functions are limited both by the 
aws of the State and city, and, to use an old 
phrase, While the Police Commissioners 
dance, the city pays the  fiddler,’’ 1 
would therefore take the liberty 
of suggesting that there may be 
and I think are other innovations in con- 
nection with the police force, which were 
probably entered upon before the terms of 
any of the present members of your board, 
that are contrary tothe laws of the State and 
the ordinances of the city, and as the Police 
Board is more properly the place to remedy 
these things rather than the Auditor’s office, 
which isa place of last resort, I would sus 
gest that your honorable board examine the 
laws and the ordinances and see if the law 
provides for a Ohief of Detectives at $150 
per month, and such other matters and things 
as may be found toconflict with the laws of 
the Stute and the ordinances of the city. Very

This letter is all the more interesting for the 
reason that the estimates for the appropria- 
tion for the new fiscal year sent in by the 
board provides for the payment of the Cap- 
tains as the rate of $150 per month. The Cap- 
tains have been receiving that much for tne 
vast thirteen yoars and there will be a decided 
protest from the board against any reduction,

lation, that wherever there isa seller there 
must bea buyer, and that in @ end equil- 
librium will be preserved, the report says is 
not conclusive. The factis that dealing in 
puts and calis and futures reduces the market 
price to the lowest point attainable against the 
resisting force of the actual supply, often be- 
low the cost Of production. The dealer in 
options is not required to have, receive or de- 
liver one ounce of any of the articles, millions 
of pounds of whictihe buys or sells. These 
pass upon record as legitimate transactions 
made with reference to the supply and de- 


wand. 

Tue first and second sections of the Dill de- 
fine the character of futures aad options, 
and the third section mentions the articles to 
which the bill applies. They are wheat, corn, 
Oats, cotton, pork and other farm staples. 
Sec. 4 imposes a tax of $1,000 upon dealers in 
options or futures, and imposes a tax of 5 
cents per pound and 20 cents per busbel upon 
the articles which are the subject matter of 
* sales. The remaining sections of the 
bill provide for carrying into effect and enforc- 
Ing the measures proposed. The bill in terms 
does, and is intended to apply to that class of 
transactions,’’ says the report, conducted 
in the bucketshops and grain pits of the 
country, known as puts and calls, including 
the whole range of mere speculative gambling 
iu fictitious farm products. It does not affect 
injurlousiy any legitimate trader or dealer in 
farm staples. It seeks to and does impose an 
internal tevenue tax upon those dealers in 
Train, cotton and pork who, as a rule, never 
see, Own or handle a peck or und of the 
articles they sell. It appties to dealers whose 
transactions have the least possible reference 
to the demand for consumption; who are not 
concerned whether the harvests are blighted 
or bountiful.’’ 

The bill, which in terms affects transactions 
for future delivery which are innocent in 
themselves and do no harm to any one, is yet 
intended to reach that class of speculators 
only who sell what they do not oon, who sell 
with no purpose or intent, near or remote, to 
deliver what they sell, who require little 
capital or stock In trade, and yet who sell in 
the bucket-shops and pits of the United 
States, every thirty days, more wheat than is 
grown in the whole world, in any one year, 
thus, in great measure, destroying legitimate 
trade, and drivin merchants and traders 
engaged therein the fleid, and forcing 
the price of farm products below the cost of 
antes pe — rendering the calling of the 

armer unprofitable and degrading toll.

There is but little, if any, conflict In the 
testimony offered by the parties to this suit. 
It appears from the evidence that the only re- 
striction that is claimed to have ever en 
legally imposed on a building line, consists 
ofa *‘dotted line“ shown upon the original 
piat and sundry conveyances of lots in differ- 
ent blocks. The defendant’s attent was 
called to this line before he concluded the 
purchase of these lots. He made inquiry and 
was toid by Robert J. Lucas that the titie was 
clear and contained no restrictions whatever. 
There is no testimony tending to show that 
the defendant had any notice of the alleged 
agreement between cas and Hunt as to a 
building line at the time he bought the prop- 
erty. The records show that there is no men- 
tion of a bniiding line in any of the partitien 
deeds made between Lucas and Hunt and 
their heirs or in the proceedings in court to 
partition their estates. Nor is there anything 
on the 2 plat to indicate the meaning, 
if any, the ‘‘dotted line’’ was intended to 
convey. 

NO RECORD OF A BUILDING LINE. 

The defendant was also advised by his at- 
torney and by Mr. Genner, an experienced 
and skiliful examiner of titles to real prop- 
erty, rhat the records did not show any 
legally established building line. At the time 
of the service of the notice upon defendant 
of plaintiffs’ inteuded application for an in- 
junction, the defendant had entered into a 
contract for the erection of a building and the 
foundation walis were nearly ce! eer The 
evidence further shows that  plain- 
tiffs and their grautors stood 
by and permitted 4 lar 
number of buildings for purposes other than 
residences to be erected within twenty-five 
feet of the north line of Lucas plate, between 
Fourteenth street and Jefferson avenue, from 
time to time withont any interference or com- 
piaint. Among the number were the First 
und Second Presbyterian Churches, the Linds- 
ley building, Bergen’s factory, &hipskey’s 
store, the Dry Plate Co. building, Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Factory, and Balson’s office bulld - 
ing. Plaintiff Davis admitted on cross-exam- 
ination that with the knowledge and consent 
ofthe executors of James II. Lucas he built 
that portion of the front wall of hig residence 
which supports the bay window six feet over 
the ‘‘dotted line. Plaintiſt J. B. Johnson, 
who wus one of said executors, testified that 
the general character of Lucas place from 
Fourteenth street to Jefferson avenue had 
greatly changed since the death of James H. 
Lucas in 1873, It was first brought about by 
the erection of a large tobacco factory on 
Thirteenth street, near Locust, the building 
of the Exposition across Lucas piace and lay- 
ing of the asphalt roadway. 

Since that time many of the residences on 
said atreet east of Nineteenth street, inciud-

The Suicide of Mrs. Howard W. Blinn, After 
a Big Spree. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New York, April 9.—Mrs. Howard W. Blinn 
died at 12:30 yesterday on the way to the New 
York Hospital in an ambulance. She had 
poisoned herself with aconite, The papers 
on December 4 published an account of an 
altercation the night before in West Thir- 
teenth street, between a well-dressed young 
man anda handsome blonde woman. Toa

The man said his wife refused to 
go with him and declared her husband 
wanted to shut her up in an asylum to get rid 
of her.

They went in a cab to the Hotel 
Devonshire, where they registered as Mr. and 
Mrs. H. „ Morris. Their real name was 
Blinn. Howard W. Blinn is the manager of a 
club-house at140 East Fourteenth street, a 
resort of sporting men. He le a well-known 
figure at Daly’s. Among the effects of the 
dead woman is a torn marriage certificate, 
setting forth that Howard W. Blinn was 
joined in holy wedlock with Miss Estelle 
Miner on March 26, 1888, by the Rev. Thos. E. 
Souper in Jersey City. Mr. Souper is now 
chaplain of the Snake Hill Penitentiary. Two 
months ago Mrs. Blinn went to live at 129 
West Twenty-second street. She occupied 
the front parlor on the first floor. She was 
supplied with plenty of money by her bus- 
band, who sent it by messenger boys. She 
dressed handsomely and bad a profusion of 
diamonds. Mr, Blinn called seldom, He gen- 
erally found his wife in a state of 
intoxication, and several times talked 
of sending her to an inebriate asylum, a 
proposition that Invariably moved her 
to the wildest manifestations of indignation. 
She had been drinking heavily of late and 
took a severe cold which confined her to her 
bed. A bottle of aconite stood by her bedside 
on Monday and the colored girl was in the 
room. Mrs. Blinn noticing that the girl 
coughed, recommended her to take some 
of the aconite.

Yesterday morning Mrs. Blinn was perfectly 
sober.

She sent a 
messenger at noon to 19 West Thirtieth 
street, Where her husband rented a furnished 
room, to tell him she was very ill. They re- 
fused at the house to wake Mr. Blinn.

Several doctors 
were sent for but none happened to beat

ST. LOUIS THE LEADING MARKET. 

St. Louis again sustained its reputation as 
being the leading market of the country since 
the abolition of the Chicago official quota- 
tions: Every other market in the coun- 
try opened dull and weak, and ia 
years gone by this of itself 
would have been enough to send 
prices down inthis city. But instead of this 
the market here exhibited unusual activity, 
and the price of both wheat and corn rapidly 
advanced. As soon as this was learned other 
markets revived, fell into line and 
followed the lead of St. Louis. 
Many ascribe the increased activity 
to the absence of the Chicago quotations, 
which formerly were slavishly followed. As 
a sign of the growing importance attached to 
this market, the fact may be mentioned that

THE ELECTION FRAUDS. 


James Sweeney’s Case Called and the Trial 
Begun. 


The election fraud cases have come up 
again and the United States Circuit Court be- 
gan the hearing of the case against James 
Sweeney this morning. These cases origin- 
ated in the District Court and several of them 
were tried there, but fone were successful, 
and District Attorney Reynolds finally con- 
cluded that it was a waste of time to continue 
to try the cases in the District Court, where 
he got either a hung jury ora discharge, 
never a conviction, so he had some 

them certified up to the Circuit 
Court and the Sweeney case is the firstto be 
taken upthere. It will be something of a test 
case and if it fails the prosecution of the elec- 
tion fraud cases will probably be dropped. 
Sweency is charged with fraudulently procur- 
ing naturalizution papers for aliens who were 
not entitled to them, thus violating the nat- 
uraligsation law. 

Judges Caldwell and Thayer sat together 
this morning to hear the case, and a panel of 
juro was summoned. The morning was 
spent in examining the jurors as to their qual- 
ifichtions and the taking of testimony was not 
‘begun until this afternoon.

W. H. Bartholomew, the Slayer of 
Farmer Dilliard, Dies 


Cursing. 


His Paramour, Mrs, Dilliard, Serving a 
Life Sentence in Prison—Their Crime 
Alfred James Andrews, the Murderer of 
Pretty Clara Price, Hanged at Belle- 
fonte—Zach Taylor Executed at Wayues- 
burg—Charles Carter Goes by the Leop 
Line at Johnstown—The Murderers and 
Their Crimes, 


EASTON, Pa., April 9.—Wm. H. Bartholo- 
mew was hanged in the jail here this morning 
at 10:33% o’clock and was pronounced dead at 
10:48%. His neck was broken. Although 
Bartholomew had threatened to give the 
Sheriff trouble and to fight to the last, he 
walked to the scaffold guietly and with a 
firm step. After all arrangements had been 
completed he declared himself innocent, and 
then began damning all his accusers and de- 
manding that Detective Johnson and his 
paramour, Mrs. Dilliard, be also hung. His 
last words were mixed with violent 
oaths and blasphemous language. The drop 


fell in the presence of a thousand persons 
and during a heavy shower of rain. A min- 
ute later after the drop had fallen a slight 
nervous twitching of the body was noticable 
and there was no other evidence of distress 
or suffering. Immediatély after Bartholomew 
had been pronounced dead, the body was at- 
tired in a black suit, placed inaceffin and 
sent tothe home of his family at Weavers- 
ville, where the funeral will take place next 
Sunday. Bartholomew behaved well during 
the morning, but refused to dress or to eat or 
tu join the ministers in prayer. Religious 
services were, however, held in his cell. Just 
before the arrival of the Sheriff he said to 
Rev. Dr. Kurtz of Allentown: ‘‘As sure as 
there is a God in heaven Iam as innocent of 
the shooting as you are. 

The crime for which Bartholomew was 
hanged was the brutal murder of Aaron W. 
Dilliard, near Beersville, Northampton 
County, on the morning of September 6, 
1889. Bartholomew and Dilliard were farmers 
and lived about three miles apart. Bartholo- 
mew was a widower and frequently visited 
Dilliard’s home. These visits resulted ina 
scandal and Diliiard changed his place of res- 
idence. The visits were afterwards renewed 
and Bartholomew was made welcome because 
he helped support the family. Later on 
Dilliara had reason to suspect his wife’s fidel- 
ity and he proposed to move to Mercer 
County. Bartholomew wanted to go along, 
but the Dilliards refused to take him. Then 
Bartholomew proposed an elopement, but 
Mrs. Dilllard declared she would not leave 
the place until after her husband’s death. 
Two days before the murder Bartholomew 
called on Mrs. Dilliard and proposed to put 
her husband outofthe way. It was agreed 
that he should come sbortly after midnight 
and disturb the chickens that roosted on a tree 
nearthe bouse. Mrs. Diligrd was to arouse 
her husband, send him down to the yard with 
his gun and alighted lantern, and when he 
neared the tree she should teil him to look up 
atthe hens. The plan was carried out. Dil 
liard was shot near the tree; he staggered 
back to the house and fell dead at 
his wife’s feet. Bartholomew returned 
to his home and when the crowd gath- 
ered the next morning to inquire about 
the yey! they were told that Dilliard had 
been shot by a chicken-thief. Bartholomew 
was at once suspected of the crime, detectives 
made upa strong case of circumstantial evi 
dence against him and be was arrested. Mrs. 
Dilliard made a full confession on the day of 
her husband’s funeral and repeated it at Bar- 
tholomew’s trialona promise that her sen- 
tence would be commuted to imprisonment 
for life. Bartholomew was convicted within 
two months afterthe tragedy and sentenced 
tobe banged. Mrs. Dilliard was also con- 
victeti of murder in the first degree, and in 
accordance with the promise made sie is 
now in the Western Penitentiary. 


Strong Drink the Cause, 


JOHNSTON, Pa., April 9.—Charies Carter, the 
murderer, did not retire until 2 o’clock, when 
he arose, and after carefully making his 
toilet, ate a hearty breakfast. Hie spiritual 


adviser, Rev. Mr. Bowman, called about 8 
Oo clock and remained with bim until the last. 
The condemned professed much interest in 
religion and said he expected to be 
saved. He attributes his downfall to 
strong drink. An immense crowd was present, 
but the best of order was maintained. A411 
saloons were closed to-day by order of the 
Sheriff, Carter partook of a hearty dinner at 
noon and then retired to his cell for prayers. 
Shortly before the Sheriff arrived to take him 
to the scaffold, Carter sang ‘‘Nearer My God 
to Thee’’ inavoice that resounded through 
the jail. 

At 1:46 Sheriff Vine ascended the scaffol 
leading the condemned man. Rev. Bowman 
and two deputies were onthe scaffold ana 
after prayer by Rev. Bowman the condemned 
man made a brief speech, thanking the jail 
officiais for their kindness, and warning those 
who heard him not to do ashe had done. He 
then smilingly bade bis minister and the 
Sheriff good-bye. The Sheriff manacled him,\ 
adjusted the noose, put on the black cap and 
all others retired, when in full view of the 
300 people present at 1:51 the trap was sprung 
by the Sheriff. His neck was not broken and 
eight minutes after the drop fell the pulsations 
were forty-four to ths minute. At 1:54 
o’clock, after banging fifteen minutes, Carter 
was pronounced dead by the physicians, death 
having resulted from strangulation. 

The crime for which Charles Uarter gave up 
his life on the scaftold was committed in 
Johnstown on the night of the 8d of last No- 

ember, Carterisa colored man, and had 
been working around Johnstown some vears. 
He was a rough character and was frequently 
in the hands of the police, and during the Re- 
publican jubilation over the election of Har- 
rison in 1588 be fired a revolver into the ranks 
of the paraders and seriously injured a young 
man named Kurtz, For this offense, how- 
ever, he was let off with slight punishment. 
He was unmarried, and in company with a 
colored man named John Matthews frequently 
visited a house of ili-fame, where the 
shooting was done, kept by Annie Roberts 
a white woman, who was married to a colored 
man. On the night of the murder Carter and 
Matthews had had some trouble about one of 
the women and Carter threatened to fill bim 
with lead. When Matthews entered the room 
be put his threat into execution and shot him 
several times with a pistol, trom the effects of 
which Matthews died the next day. Informa- 
tion was then made against Carter for mur- 
der, but he had fled, but was captured ten 
days later at Harrisburg, Pa. At 
the December term of court he was 
tried and counvicted. He had no witnesses 
in his behalf and the Governor promptly set 
the 9th of April for his execution. A general 
feeling prevailed thathe had been severely 
dealt with and the whole Cambria County Bar 
Association, with the exception of Mr. Fen- 
lon, who was acting as District Attorney at 
the time, joined in a petitionto the Pardon 
Board fora commutation of the sentence. 
Judge Johnston, who sentenced him, as well 
asthe jury whotried him, also joined in the 
petition, but it wasrefused. Carter comes of 
rather bad stock and has always borne a bad 
reputation in this place. One of his brothers 
was hanged in Pittsburg some years ago 
serch garg r of rest. — another 
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Clara Price’s Slayer. 
BELLEFONTE, Pa., April 9.~—Alfred "James 
Andrews, the murderer of Clara Price, rose 


this morning at 7 o’clock, ate a hearty break- 
fast, heard the death warrant read, and then 
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known girl who was murdered, was found ly- 

ing in the road between Snowshoe and Kart- 

haus, about halt a mile from the latter place. 

She was soon identified as pretty Clara Price, 

the 17-year-old daughter of David Price of 

Karthaus, who had started for Karthaus from 

Eugene Meeker’s that fatal morning. She 

had been visiting there and was on her way 

home with articles for her parents. She 

was engaged to be married. An inquest 

was held by Squire Rankin and Dr. Nerling 

and it was found that an attempt had been 

made to outrage her. Her undercloties were 

badly torn and Bloody, but the villain had not 

succeeded in his dastardly attempt and she 

had evidently broken away from him. Fear- 

ing that she had recognized him, and terrified 

at the consequences of discovery, on the spur 

ofthe moment he shot her, the last and fatal 

shot going through the main pulmonary 

artery and producing instant death. From a 

description of a person seen following shortly , 
after the girl passed down the road, Alfred 

Andrews was arrested at his homein Brisbin 

on Sanday, December 1, and brought to 

jail at Bellefonte on the following Mon- 

day, He admitted having been in that 

vicinity on thatday. He had a hearing before 
Judge Furst on the following Saturday and 

was held for trial. The trial began on January 

27 and was hardly fought. The evidence was 

entirély circumstantial. The testimony by 

experts showed that blood had been in his 

boots and it was human blood, Over one hun- 

dred witnesses were called and Andrews him- 

self was puton the stand, but nothing was 

elicited from him, he telling a well-concocted 

story, which the prosecution could not break 

down. The chain of circumstantial evidence 

was conclusive, however, and on Tuesday, 

February 20, the jury, after being out one 

and one- half hours, returned with 

a verdict of murder in the first 

degree. The excitement was at white 

heat and all through the trial the court-house 

was packed. It was thoroughly belleved by 
many that had the verdict possibly seen not 
guilty he would not have lived an hour, as 
there was a crowd of determined men in from 

the scene ofthe murder. He preserved a 
perfect coolness of manner throughout the 
whole trial. After being taken tothe jan on 

the day he was found guilty, he made a com- 

plete confession which tallied with the ey!- 

dence procuced atthe trial with the single 
exception that he swears he did not attempt 
to outrage her. He afterwards made a con- 
fession of his life for publication which shows 

him to be the blackest of criminals, be always 
having the luck to escape the consequences 

until now. 


Zach Taylor Hanged. 


WAYNESEBURG, Pa., April 9.—Zach Taylor, 
condemned for the murder of William Me- 
Causiand, the Allegheny drover, was hanged 
at 11:12 0’clock this morning. He was pro- 


nounced dead twelve minutes later. On the 
scaffold he reiterated his innocence of the 
crime. 

Zach Taylor spent the last few hours of his 
life taiking about things when he wasa free 
man, eating and sleeping as he would under 
the most ordinary circumstances. Rev. Max- 
well bas been with him much of the time 
since he arrived and Taylor has expressed 
himself as willing to die. He talked very 
calmly to Rev. Maxwellthis morning giving 
him certain derection as to his funeral. The 
crimeforwhich he sutfered death was the 
murder of Wm. McCausland, the Allegheny 
drover. Geo. Clark, his brother-in-law, 
suffered death afew weeks agofor the same 
crime. McCausland was found inthe woods 
witn a bullet hole through his head and bis 
pockets rifled. Clark, Taylor and James Neff 
were arrested and ail were convicted, but 
Neff applied fora change of venue to Wash- 
ington County, and upona secondtrial was 
acg uitted. .

Isaac Widener of Amity, Ark., Peisoned by 
His Wife and Son.

LITTLE ROCK, April 9.—Advices received 
here this morning from Amity, asmall town 
in the interior of Clark County, are to the 
effect that the citizens of that community are 
greatly exercised over the discovery yester- 
dav that Isaac Widener, a highly respectable 
citizen, had been poisoned by his son Sil 
vester, and that the inhuman wretch had been 


alded in the dlabolical deed by his mother. 
The victim had been dead several 
hours when the discovery was made. 
Young. Widener had frequently abused his 
father, and «n more than one occasion the 
néighbors had warned him to desist. Monday 
night about 12 o’clock Frank Sanders, a 
son in-law who lived in a house near by, 
heard the old gentieman calling for help. He 
got mt po went out on his back porch to 
listen if he could hear anything further, and 
on failing to do soretired again. About day 
light ure. Widener rushed into Sanders’ 
house and excitedly asked for a bottle 
oi camphor, stating she believed her 
husband was dying of colic. Sanders returned 
with ber to the house, and 6n entering the 
room discovered that Widener haa been dead 
several hours. Mrs. Widener claimed that the 
old gentleman h@d died of colic, but on being 
questioned admitted that her son Silvester 
had given him some medicine the day before. 
The evidence was so strong that both Mrs. 
Wideder and her son were arrested, and a 
coroner’s jury impanelled to inquire into the 
circumstances surrounding Widener’s death. 
An autopsy discovered a considerable quan- 
t}ty of argenic in hie stomach, and the inves- 
tigation warranted the Coroner fully in send- 
ing both prisoners to jail without bond. Fears 
are expressed by the citizens that young Sil- 
vester will be taken from jail and lynch ed. 


A foul Murder Brought to Licht.

Forced te Leave His A A, for Nearly 

. Killing a Man, He Locaies in Chicago 
and Tries to Reform—There He Stabs a 
Man, Who Had Him Discharged Frem 
His Employment.

Nzw YORK, April 9.—Louls Ogren, a sda 
24 years old, was yesterday committed to Ray- 
mond Street Jail, Brooklyn, by Justice Kenna 
in the Gates Avenue Police Court until Super- 
intendent of Police Campbell could commun!- 
cate with the Chicago’ authorities and ascer- 
tain the truth of a somewhat remarkable story 
the prisoner told. Ogren has been in Brook- 
lyn two days, and bis arrest was the outcome 

_ ofan attempt to commit suicide. The show 
window of Schlitener Bros.’ hardware store 
on Atiantic avenue near New Jersey avenue. 
Brooklyn, attracted Ogren’s attention and 
he entered the store and priced some pistols. 
The clerk who was behind the counter asked 
him how much he wanted to pay for one. 

**I want one to kill a dog with, a cheap one, 
and one that will go right off,“ replied 
Ogren. 

After examining a number of revolvers, he 
selected a seven shooter and told the clerk to 
load it so that he could shoot it off and ascer- 
tain whether it would suit him. The clork 
refused to oblige him and Ogren went ont. 

For two hours he begged for a penny ona 
corner afew blocks away and when ey 85 
cents he returned tothe store and asked for 
the revolver he had chosen on his first visit. 
When the clerk handed it to him, Ogren 
wanted 5 cents worth of cartridges. While the 
clerk was counting them, Ogren grabbed 
three and ran to the door, where 
he forced one into the barrel and placing the 
weapon to his right temple shouted, ‘‘This is 
the dog I wanttokill.’’ The cartridge failed 
to explode and before the would-be suicide 
could harm himself the clerk and one of the 
proprietors wrested the revolver from him 
and called 

A POLICEMAN, WHO ARRESTED HIM. 

At the station house Ogren refused to talk 
further than to say that he was tired of life 
because misfortune had followed him for 
three years. After he had been in-a cell a few 
hours a policeman was detailed to watch him 
in order to thwart any further attempts at 
self-destruction. The policeman opened the 
cell door to hand Ogren something to eat, 
when the latter knocked him down and 
running up the stairs scaled a fence 
and was soon running across the lots. 


The police gave chase and afterarun of sev- 
eral blocks the fugitive was rundown. When 
asked by Justice Kenna why he attempted 
suicide, Ogren replied in broken English that 
he had been a bad man nearly al! his life. 

**] was chased from pillar to post in Sweden 
by the police for having nearly killed a coun- 
tryman,’’ continued Ogren. I bad to flee to 
this country and thither I was pursued. I 
finally eluded my pursuers and reached Chi- 
cago, where I tried to reform. I got a job, 
but after working six months a man inthe 
place had the boss bounce me, and I stabbed 
him ten days ago. I heard he was dead and I 
had to run awayagain. My conscience has 
‘troubled me since and Icould not sleep and 
to-day I determined to end this r dg 

Ogren was then remanded to jail. he po- 
lice who were notified at once entered into

terday afternoon. He 1s by —— Size, with 
sharp features aud an intelligent face. He 
was reticent at first, but as tears began to 
course down his cheeks he said: »The reason 
I tried to kill myself was because 1 have been 
a bad man néarly all my lifetime. I began to 
steal from wy mother when I was young and 
when I was arrested I went from bad to worse. 
I got into a quarrel with an officer in my na- 
tive city, Helenberg, Sweden, two years avo 
and I stabbed him. He was badly wounded, 

and I was chased all over the country, but 
finally I escaped to Denmark and crossed the 
ocean. My wife and child are still there. 

When I reached this country I went direct to 
Chicago and tried to lead a new lite. For 
nearly two years everything went well with 
me. 

ANOTHER AFFRAY. 

For the last six months I worked for H. 
F. Scheideman, hay and feed dealer at No. 
749 West Lake street, Chicago. Withthe $20 
amonthIigotI was enabled to lay by a litt ie 
every week that I sent to my wife through 
relatives in Norway.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


gusted With the Slow Work. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPratTce. 

CuicaGo, III., April 9—c. Taumala of San 
Jose, Costa Rica, was here a few hours yester- 
day. He deciares the people of Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua are well nigh disgusted with 
the slowness of the Nicaragua Canal Co. and 
says there will be trouble unless the work is 
carried on more expeditiously. 

„Work on the Inter- oceanic Canal has been 
dragging along at a snali’s pace, he said, 


„The first shovelful of dirt was turned 
over a year ago and for an enterprise like 
that, which is to be finished in five 
years, there is very little to 
show for it. The company has just contracted 
for digging a channel and harbor at Greytown 
to the depth of twenty feet. This is for the 
purpose of 1 machinery and 
plants for canal work. When finished the 
machinery can be landed at the docks instead 
of transporting it by rail irom Greytown. 
This work was to have been begun K months 
ugo, but they have just got at it. Contractors 
who came down to bid on the big cut and 
other heavy work have been put off time and 
again. Those who have the confidence of the 
company’s  ofiicials say it is 
intended to do any work tor 
while, and that small contracts are 
let occasionally to keep the enterprise before 
the public‘and to satisfy New York capitalists 
who have put money into the venture. It 
seems that the plan is to oust most of the offi- 
cials, elect a new set and then go on with the 
work in earnest, The people of Central Amer- 
ica don't feel disposed to lose time by any 
such plan of campaign. Tne feasibility of the 
canal bas been demonstrated and if the pres- 
ent company cannot carry on the work, an or- 
ganization can easily be found that will, A 
combined French and English syndicate 
would take the contract at once ifit could be 
obtained.’’

FARMERS WILL PROTEST AGAINST THE 


BUTTERWORTH BILL. 
j VCV—_—— 


‘The Apathy of the Boards of Trade of the 


Country Believed to Be Responsiblo for 
the Committee Report—An Appeal for 
‘Aid te Be Made to the Farmers. 


ITHIN a few days it is 

probable that a dele- 

. sation will be ap- 

pointed by the Presi- 

dent ot the Merchants’ 

Exchange to visit 

Washington with the 

object of opposing the 

passage of the Butter- 

worth bill. The 

recommendation of 

the committee of the 

House of Representa- 

tives was a surprise to 

the members of the St. 

Louis Merchants’ Ex- 

change, as it was the general opinion that the 

bill would be unfavorably reported. Many 

deem that the lethargy of the Boards of Trade 

of the country is largely responsible for the 
report of the committee. 

IT WAS BELIEVED 

that the objections to the bill were self-evi- 

dent and that it was not necessary to have 

them presented in a formal manner. The 

event hss proved that this view was not the 

correct one and the St. Louis grain dealers 

have determined that they will do their best 

to make up for negiect in the past. Lawyers 


have been consulted, who give it as their 


opinion that the bill, should it become a law 
and be brought before the courts, will be 
pronounced unconstitutional, but it would 
be, it is believed, most disadvantageous to 
the business of the city and of the 
State were’the decisionto be left to the slow 
process of the courts. A strong delegation 
will, therefore, be sentto the national capi- 
tal to oppuse the passage of the bill. In addi- 
tion to this, steps are being taken to secure 
the co-operation of the farmers, and little 
doubt is expressed that success will be met 


with in this endeavor. Circulars will be sent 
by the commission bouses to their customers 
Stating the facts in the case and asking that 
they join with the Merchants’ Exchange in 
property presenting the case to the House of 
presentatives. 
THE OPINION IS EXPRESSED 
that the co-operation of the Southwestern 
farmers can be more easily secured than that 
of the grain raisers of any other part of the 
country. In the Eastern States the boards of 
trade have long been in existence and the 
producers do not know the state of affairs 
prevails when these institutions 
not exist. In the Southwest, 
and especially in Missour!, the case is differ-

When dealings in futures 
became a feature of the market the position 
of the Missouri farmer was greatly improved. 
Those who had sold wheat for future deliv- 
ery went among the farmers and bought large 
amounts to protect their contracts, and the 
prices paid at once advanced, The 
farmer could always find a market 
for his grain without sending it 
to the city, could sell u grow 
ing erop and in case of an attempt to 
run a corner obtained prices such as had 
never been heard of before. Remembering 
the condition of affairs that prevailed before 
the organization of convenientiy located 
Boards of Trade, itis believed that the farm- 
ers will oppose ameusure which will drive 
the largest purchasers of thelr products out 
of the business, and that a strony protest will 
be made against the Butterworth bill by the 
very class which it was drawn up to benefit.
